An analogy between the outlaw- 
ing of Communists In Canada with 
that of early Christians under the 
Romans was advanced by Timothy 
Porteous, winner of this year's 
Bovey Shield Competition in yes< 
terday's debate. 

The shield was presented to Por- 
teous after the debate yesterday 
by Danny Kingstoné, Chairman o' 
the competition. 

The winner said that the out 
lawlng of communists here would 
have the same effect as the ban- 
ning of Christians under the Ro 
mans, that is, that they would flou- 
rish and grow in numbers. 

The topic: Resolved that Com- 
munists be outlawed In Canada; 
was 'upheld by George Mannard, 
and was opposed by Gerald Burke 
and Porteous. All were agaitut 
communists per se but only Man- 
nard advocated legislative outlaw- 
ing of the party. 

Burke said that public opinion 
-was against the Reds. He gave as 
^n example the banning -of com- 
Vjhiinisls from the labour unions, 
a ^îlace where they should have a 
strong appeal. 

Dr. C. D. Solln, Assistant Dean 
of Arts«and» Science, was the chief 
Judge and rendered the decision. 
The other judges were Jon Ballon, 
last year's president of the McGiil 
Debating Society and Mel Roth- 
man, president this year.

The openings are In all branches 
of the Air Force . . aircrew, tech- 
nical, and the various non-flying 
special jobs, with slightly over half 
the commissions to go to engineers 
and science men qualified for tech- 
nical positions. 

Preference will be given to R.C.-

be considered from students In any 
fcaulty, whether they have had pre- 
vious R.C.A.F. experience or not.

NFCUS Presently Planning 
Canadiana Summer Seminar 



For 24 Years NFCUS Handles Affairs of 
International and National Scope 



Canada and Canadian* will 'be 
featured at the 1950 summer sem- 
. .Inar of the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students. 
Members of the McGiil NFCUS 
• Committee, In co-operation with the 
. committees of other universities 
from coast to coast; are at present 
drawing up plans for the seminar 
• at which about 100 selected college 
students from all parts of the Do- 
minion will be In attendance. 

During the past 24 years, NFCUS 
m« concerned jtsclf with interna- 
tional student affairs, the reduction 
I of travel expenses for college stu- 
dents, exchange scholarships, fed- 
eral aid to education, and other 
activities affecting the students of 
affiliated universities throughout 
the nation. 

NFCUS was born at a conference 
*/ that was held at McGiil in Decem- 
ber, 1928. In the spring of that year 
student councils of a number of 
Canadian universities had been ap- 
proached by a former member of 
thé National Student Union of 
England and Wales who had been 
touring the Dominion with a Brl- 
tish debating team. Thé Un: 
of British Columbia, the 
ilty of Alberta, and the University 
of Toronto were active In organ- 
izing the conference at McGiil at 
wheih ten universities and *n af- 
filiated college were represented 
by twenty delegates. Commissions 



were set up to study the scope and 
activities of the proposed organiza- 
tion. It was recommended that the 
name "National Federation of Can- 
adian 'University Students" be 
adopted by the new organization If 
and when ten or more universities 
decided to join. 

. After an active fifteen years 
NFCUS became dormant In 1940 



when a general curtailment of ac 
tlvities unconnected with the war 
effort began to be felt. In Decem- 
ber, 1943, a conference was. held at 
McGiil which marked the re'sump- 
Hon of NFCUS activities. 

Growth was continuous from this 
point and a 1947 conference at the 
University of Manitoba was attend- 
ed by 70 delegates and observers 
representing 21 member unlversl- 
ties: the largest group In NFCUS 
history; NFCUS was then represen- 
tative of 65,000 Canadian university 
students. It was at about this time 
that the controversial question of 
affiliation with the International 
Union of Students first arose. In 
1947 there was general agreement 
that IUS was Communist-dominated 
and carried on many political ac- 
tivities that N^CUS could not en- 
dorse. 

Current problems facing NFCUS 
Include the ever-present NFCUS 
question, federal aid to education; 
and the foundation of a national of- 
fice for the federation.

Evidently springing from a news 
story carried In The Dally last Frl- 
day, which said the engineers had 
"racked up another first on 'the 
oampus" by installing the coffee 
machines, the petition orders that 
the 'article be rectified that the 
Law and Engineering students be 
"put in their respective just posi- 
tions," and that a complete retrac- 
tion of the article be printed with 
the same prominence and public- 
ity. 

The Law Undergraduate Society 
had claimed before the court, ac-' 
cording to the petition that a cof- 
fee machine similar to the one 
operated by the engineers had been 
installed by them in Chancellor 



Day Hall, home of the law faculty, 
as early as last April 15.

l'A third world war will be an "' 
trremedial disaster for mankind',', 
stated Gilbert M'AllIster, Labor 
member of the British Parliament 
for Ruthcrglcn constituency In 
Scotland, in an adrcss to the Mc- 
GUl World Student Federalists,-' 
last night In the Union. 

Mr. M'AllIster Is tho chairman of 
the Parliamentary Committee for 
World Government which' is made 
up of sixty members from the 
House of Lords and the House of 
Commons. This • group which in- 
cludes such notable British politi- 
cians as Clement Davis, leader of 
the Liberal paHy in parliament, 
has put aside all party differences -- 
In order lo forward the possibility 
of World Government. 

Mr. M'AllIster said that this - 
group will try lo bring forward a 
bill before the House which will 
make Great Britain take the Initi- 
ative In attempting to form the 
United Nations Into a World Gov- • 
crnmcnt, for "only through feder- 
ation can peace be brought to sub- 
stantial' areas of the world's sur- 
face"

Czech History 




Realistic Attitude To Life 
Is Trait of Czeçhs-Novotny 

■ 

Outline of History Tranced From Tenth 
Century to Present Day 



"One national trait of the 
Czechs- Is a realistic attitude to 
life," said Professor Jan M. Tfov- 
otny of^ the' Economics Department 
in an address to the RVC Histor- 
ical Society last night. 'The Czechs 
are singularly tough and persist- 
ent and will not give up their 
alms even If It takes centuries. An 
example of this is the fact that the 
Czechs lost their .Independence In 
1618 but regained it afctr 300 years. 

'The central position of a med- 
ium-sized nation, . like Czechoslo- 
vakia, between two great religious 
and cultural centres, each with a 
substantially different religion and 
ideology was at all times dangerous. 
On the West the Czechs border on 
the Germans, on the East they arc 
within range of the great religious 
and political power radiating' for- 
merly from Constantinople and to- 
day from Moscow. Czech history Is 
a single unbroken line of struggles 
between thtee two powers. 

"St. Wenceslas ( was born In the 
10th century/when this struggle for

In his short reign St. Woncesl 
turned a few ethically relatci 
seml-clvilised and semi-independ 
cnt Czech tribes Into an ord 
and unified Christian state 
Western type.

same time the Cathoilc Church v.

John Hus, a graduate of 
the . nowly founded . university of 
Praguefi started a great religious 
revival in Czechoslovakia with 
sermons against the Holy See. I 
was found guilty of heresy and L. 
death started a' century-long move 
ment of religious reformation, 
tin Luther ,one of his later follov 
crs, became the founder of modern 
prctcstantism. The movement,, 
started by Hus even forced the Ca- 
tholic Church to reform lnnerly 
and become again the moral and 
spiritual leader of Its people.

They should 
remember that they are in probably the hap- 
piest province in the best country in the world 
so far as living is concerned. Here there is 
plenty to cat and, if one is so inclined, plenty 
to drink. A healthy young person tit this time 
of year should be more concerned' with the 
brisk stimulation of these pleasant autumn 
days, or in giving encouragement to the splen- 
did McGill football team, than with.' such 
sordid and irrelevant topics as the merits of 
Communism and Fascism. 

They are alive and life is worth living. 
That should be enough for them.

Revival 

The McGill Chamber Music Soci- 
cty opened It's season on Tuesday 
night, with the presentation ot two 
works by Bach, The Trioir G Major 
and the seldom played "Musical 
Offering." 

Frederick the Great, commis- 
sioned Johan Sebastian Baeh to 
write a set of variations on a theme 
prescribed by himself. The emper- 
or had just received a newly In- 
vented Instrument, called piano, 
and wanted the famous musician to 
try his skill on it. The result of 
the latter's efforts were thirteen 
pieces written In fugal and canonic 
form. Of these, special mention' 
must be made of the lovely Trio 
Sonata (which is the only parti- 
tion instrumented by the composer) 
and the closing six-part fugue 
which Is Bach at his technical and 
academical best. 

The remaining numbers arc ex- 
ercises, using different combina- 
tions of instruments taken three 
al a time; but these, in comparison 
offer little Interest on a purely aes- 
thetic standpoint. 

Excellent Performance 

The little chamber group ot eight 
players, under the able direction 
of Alexander Brolt, gave an excel- 
lent rendition of this highly exact- 
ing piece of -work. 

Mario Duschcncs, playing the 
tlute, and Edna Marie Hawkins, the 
piano (an original instrument made 
by Joseph KIrckman In 1794) de- 
serve credit for their well bal- 
nnced. sensitive and spirited per- 
formance. 

Bach Revival 
The program opened with the! 
Trio In G Major for piano, flute' 
and oboe. But this work was not 
given In it's original version which 
Bach scored for two flutes, piano 
and cello. Except for «egllgablc 
and minor faults In the actual ren- 
dition, the ovening was a success. 
Our thanks must go to the society, 
for reviving this 18th century mus- 
le. They paid at the same time 
their homage to the memory ol 
the German master on the occasion 
of the bicentenary of his death.
